WASHINGTON, Nov. 25.—An impor- 
tant stage in the Fall-Doheny oil ‘con- 
spiracy trial will be reached tomorrow 
in the District of Columbia Supreme 
Court when opposing counsel open 
their fight over the question of the 
presentation to the jury of testimony 
given by Mr. Doheny, before the Senate 
committee where he revealed that he 
was the man who advanced Fall the 
$100,000 in cash which has figured con- 
spicuously in the naval oil lease in- 
vestigations. é, 

The Government attorneys made 


their /first move before court adjourned 
yesterday for offering this testimony 


as evidence. It is regarded as of such, 


vital importance that both sides will 
centre their best legal] talent around 
the issue of its admissibility when ‘the 
arguments are heard tomorrow by Jus- 
tice Hoettling. 

The impression has been given that 
the prosecution holds a decided belief 
that it will be able to prove the validity 
of the evidence, nothwithstanding the 
existence of a statute barring testi- 
mony before a Congressional commit- 
tee from use as evidence in.a criminal 
case except when perjury 
charged. This statute ‘will. be one of 
ry main grounds upon which the de- 
fénse will argue against the'admission 
of the Doheny testimony... 

Some significance in thig~eonnection 
is. being attached to Senator Walsh's 
brief appearance on the ‘witness 
stand late yesterday. It was brought 
out from Senator Walsh, Chairman of 

the Senate Oil Committee, that the 
testimony was. voluntarily given by 
Mr. Doheny. Whether the Govern- 
ment will stress the point in its argu- 
ment that such a voluntary act did 
not come within the range of the 
statute Telating to Congressional tes- 
timony remains to be developed, but 
it is believed that this will be part 
of its contention. 

It is understood to be the aim of 
the prosecution to show that if such 
voluntary testimony were ruled out as 
court evidence it would then be a sim- 
ple matter in the future for those con- 
cerned in similar. cases to go before 
a Congressional committee and fortify 
themselves in this magner with im- 
munity against prosecution by merely 
volunteering to give the committee 
information. !

Walkout Order Will Likely Await 
Result of American Arbitration, 
*\Dominion Union Chiefs Say.

MONTREAL, Nov. 25 (4).—‘‘Peaceful 
withdrawal from, the railway service’’ 
af 15,000 Cariadian railway employes 
unless ‘‘satisfactory settlement” of a 
wage dispute is attained was voted to- 
day by a committee representing con- 


ductors, trainmen and yardmen. En- 
gineers are not affected. 

Strike action would affect virtually 
all of Canada’s steam transportatien. 
The date of the strike was not set. 
According to union officials, it is likely 
a walkout will not be called imme- 
diately pending the outcome of wage 
arbitration in the United States. 

The Canadian railway men are de- 
manding wages commensurate with 
those paid for similar work’ in the 
United States. Their request involves 
a 6 per cent. increase. * 

The strike decision was reached by 
the full committee of the Order of 
Railway Conductors and the Brother- 
hood of Trainmen following action by 
the union’s membership. More than 
300 representatives of the organizations 
from throughout Canada were.in con- 
ference. 

Official announcement of the strike 
was made by S. N. Berry, Senior Vice 
President of the Order of Railway Con- 
ductors, spokesman for the men. 

This statement reads: 

“‘The full committee of the Order of 
Railway Conductors afid Brotherhood 
of Railway Trainmen have endorsed 
the action, of their membership in vot- 
ing for a peaceful withdrawal from the 
railway service unless a satisfactory 
settlement can otherwise be secured. 

‘The officials of the railroads and 
the Department of Labor of the Do- 
minion Government have been so no- 
tified.’’ 

Mr. Berry stated that no date had 
been decided for a general walkout. 
He refused to discuss the matter of- 
ficially, declaring that it was for the 
representatives to decide. - 

Efforts to settle the wage. dispute 
through the medium of the Federal 
Department of Labor failed, as the Con- 
ciliation Board’s award. did not provide 
the increase demanded by the men. A 
ballot then was taken for the strike. 

It was intimated that a decision as 
to the date of. the strike might be 
reached tomorrow, although it was said 
this might be delayed pending action 
of the Canadian railways. United 
States negotiations, upon which the 
Canadian rail men based their de- 
mands, concern the wages of conduc- 
tors, trainmen and yardmen on Eastern 
American lines. _ 


Acting Premier Declines Comment. |

probably accounts for the increased 
number of attacks upon jewelers dur- 
ing periods of adversity. On the other 
hand, the criminal is restless and prob- 
ably ambitious. He, seeks ‘big hauls,’ 
and has a desire to excel in his line 
Pot endeayor.

Increase Chiefly ‘In Manhattan, 

While Up-State Centres Show — 
20 Per Cent. Decline. —

ALBANY, N. ¥., Nov. 25.—October 
opened up the last quarter of the year 
- ‘with an unexpected number of building 
permits which makes it certain that 

1926 will be a record year for building 

activities, James A. Hamilton, State 

Industrial Commissioner, pointed out 

today. | 

Permits issued in October in twenty- 
three cities of the State totaled $131,- 

000,000, almost $7,000,000 more than the 

valuation for 1925. This is regarded 

as a seasonal change in permits and 

means that there will be much Winter 
work going on, especially in New York 
City. As in 1925, numerous plans for 
apartment: houses, office buildings and 
places of amusement were filed. The 
rest of the State outside of New York 
City slowed down. 

Construction planned in the ten 
months of this year has reachéd $1,- 
036,000,000, four per cent. 
in the corresponding ten months of 
1925. Residential building is the class 
which has advanced most over 1925, 
though the lead over last year was 
not increased in October. Amusement 
places, which were conspicuous in the 
October figures, were another class of 


construction which has been important 

‘in keeping permits ahead of last year. 

pe commercial ang industrial 
uildings have declined. 


Labor Situation Is Satisfactory. 


A recent analysis of labor conditions 
in the building trades by the Building 
Beconomic Research Bureau of the 
American Bond and “Mortgage Com- 
pany states that wages, while firm, 
are showing no tendency to rise fur- 
ther. The supply of common labor and 
. skilled craftsmen is adequate to take 

_ Care of present construction except in 

a ‘few localities. 

The October total for New York City 
was close to $120,000,000, ,000,000 
more than in September. Most of the 
increase occurred in Manhattan and 
Brooklyn, although Queens reported a 
good improvement after a rather dull 
September. As in 1925, October was 
the month chosen for the filing of 
numerous plans for office buildings 
in Manhattan. This year eleven struc- 
tures were planned at an estimated 
cost of $14,500,000. 

Apartments were valued at almost as 
large an amount, the highest for any 
month of 1926. In connection with the 
latter it is interesting to note that al- 
though the October valuation was ex- 
ceeded three times in 1925 more fam- 
ilies were provided for this October 
than in any other month in recent 
years. 

Brooklyn Plans Five Theatres. 

In Brooklyn plans for five large 
theatres were chiefly responsible for 
the October advance, but more resi- 
dential projects were put through also. 
The other boroughs reported increased 
activity in residential construction 


rather than in other classes of build-/| 


ing, but in the Bronx this was offset 
by a decrease in non-residential plans. 
_. The estimated cost of work planned 
in the four Westchester 
bined dropped from $5,500,000 in Sep- 
tember to‘ $3,400,000 in October. This 
was about the same as in October, 
1925. Most of the decrease occurred 
in Yonkers, where there was a general 
slackening after an active September. 
New. Rochelle also slowed down in all 
classes of building. Mount Vernon 
stayed even with September and White 
Plains gained a little because of more 
/plans for apartment houses. Planning 
is rather quiet in both these cities 
after the exceptional activity of earlier 
months. 

The decline up-State was widespread 
and included all but three of eighteen 
cities. Permits issued there during Oc- 
tober were valued at $8,000,000, 20 per 
cent. less than in October , 1925.

it is not often that overture and 


e of such virility, such Beethoven- 
ish force and emotional power. 

Mr. Toscanini’s ‘‘Eroica’’ last Winter 
‘Was a marvelously finished and elo- 
qu uent interpretation, but it was Bee- 

oven somewhat Italianized — some-, 
what, if one may/coin the term, re- 
naissanced. The “Eroica’”’ symphony | 
last night lost not a whit of its mighty 
architecture and the romantic, dynamic 
quality which the composer undoubt- 
edly intended; in. a score which may 
yet a r as * greatest of the nine 
symphonies. empo of the first 
movement was a va iit e faster than cus- 
tomary—if one is interested in this de- 
tail of the matter—as the introduction: 
of the Egmont overture” was a little 
slow. But in neither case was there 
the thought of a forced or affected 
conception. The very opening meas- 
ures established greatness of mood; 
the musical thought and emotional de- 
velopment went hand in hand, building 
up, step by the step, to climaxes of 
superb breadth and effectiveness. The 
close of the overture was as the wild 
rejoicing of a liberated people, and it 
was more—it was Beethoven shouting 
to the skies of the emancipation of 
human kind from the fate that had 
overhung it. 

The four movements of the symphony 
were read with a sincerity and under- 
standing that had cumulative effect. 
One seeks in vain, in fact, among re- 
cent performances of the ‘“‘Eroica’’ in 
this city for such stirring and dra- 
matic treatment of the variations that 
make the finale. Here, as in all the 
other movements, and as in Bee- 
thoven’s music, masterly ance and 
‘gelf-control were united with a thrill- 
ing emotional intensity. Mr. Kousse- 
vitzky—let us be thrice thankful for 

it—used only three and not six horns 
in the poetic and mysterious scherzo. 
If the ear is not deceived, he doubled 
the brass in one of the variations, 
when the proclamation of the theme 
is given to these wind instruments. 
The effect was admirablé, and the de- 
livefance from the popular vice. of 
inodern conductors, in regard to the 
six-horn imposture in the trio of the 
echerzo, was a delight and a relief 
from the excesses that even celebrated 
conductors have been willing to indulge 
in, to the injury of an immortal mas- 
ter· and certain of his works. . | 

Nor should the technique and the 
tonal effects of the orchestra be for- 
gotten. Every year the Boston orches- 
tra develops by leaps and bounds. Not 
only has it regained the resiliency and 
the glow of the old tone, but it is more 
flexible and expressive under Mr. 
Koussevitzky’s hand than it has been 
under any conductor since the days of 
Karl Muck. The various perform- 
ances last night were of virtuoso qual- 
ity from the first note to the last. 
When Nikisch came to conduct. the 
Boston‘orchestra he remarked on the 
splendid drilling it had received from 
Wilhelm Gericke, then added that he 
had’‘only to “‘sensitize’’ the band. Mr. 
Koussevitzk}, with the aid of Pierre 
Monteux before him, is rapidly restor- 
ing to the Boston Symphony its Jong 
and honorable heritage, and is ‘‘sensi- 
tizing’’ it. The concert last night 
served impressive notice of the fact. 
An audience which had filled the hall 
to the utmost capacity before the con- 
cert began testified to its pleasure. 
Mr. Koussevitzky has seldom appeared 
here in so great a light as an inter- 
preter. 

No doubt the thought of the cente- 
nary of Beethoven’s' death had to do 
with the selection of the overture and 
symphony for the first part of the 
program. For the second half Mr. 
Koussevitzky presented the orchestral 
excerpts from Prokofief#s opera, ‘‘The 
Love for Three Oranges’’ and the now 
familiar Pines of Rome” of Ottorino 
Respighi. “The Love for Three 
~ Oranges’”’ was performed in New York 
by that operatic organization, the Chi- 
cago Opera Company, which is curious 
and interested in new music as some 
other organizations are not, in 1922. 
The orchestra excerpts are ‘‘Les Ridi- 
cules,” ‘‘Marche,’’ ‘‘Scherzo,”’ .‘‘Le 
Prince et la Princesse,’’ and “La 
Fuite.”” They are all short and most 
of them in amusingly grotesque or 
satirical vein. The Prince and the 
Princess discourse with more senti- 
ment, but Prokofieff is a post-war 
composer in his absence of romanti- 
cism of moonshine in his music, and 
his terse, dynamic manner of express- 
ing himself. 

The suite was obviously much en- 
joyed and applauded ewith enthusiasm 
—this music of Beethoven—a young 
composer, as Alexander Siloti once 
remarked, with a future before him. 
One applauds these short pieces of 
Prokofieff arid énjoys them up to a 
certain point. Then they give the im- 
-pression of what is cerebral, perhaps 
also cynical, and a musician who is 
more of an eclectic and student of 
scores than he is. original and cre- 
ative. Whether Prokofieff is the hope 
of modern Russia,. as some believe, 
is a matter that no doubt will be 
hotly debated. It was evident, at any 
rate, that the audience enjoyed him, 
The applause was long and contin- 
uous, though the orchestra richly 
merited the company’s approval. This 
concert showed Mr. Koussevitzky at 
the heighth of his power as an inter- 
preter, and it also bore impressive 
testimony to’the present magnificent 
capacities of the Boston Symphony 
Orchestra. —

The Polish national anthem was 
‘played and congratulations showered 
upon the three riders for their victory, 
which gave them possession of the 
trophy presented by the Breeding Bu- 
reau of the Jockey Club. The Polish

The gathering which saw the superb 
riding of the foreign officers was the 
most colorful ‘of: the show. Society 
folk were present in large numbers and 
the ring stewards included Major Gen. 
Henry T. Allen, at one time Com- 
mandeér of the Army of Occupation in 
Germany. This gathering saw some 
of the greatest feats of horsemanship 
of the show as the officers strove to 
clear the barriers without: faulting. 

More than an hour was taken to 
judge the International Trophy Class, 
which was the feature of the night 
program. Other events of the evening, 
however, kept the spectators in their 
seats until a late hour. 


Horse Is Called Greatest. 


The horse which Judge Carll S. Burr 
described as the greatest roadster ever 
to come before him captured the 
thousand-dollar Roadxter Stake from · a 
high-class field in the third event of 
the evening. This was St. Mesrob, the 
great black stallion cf George J. 
Peak. The Roadster Stake was open 
to all‘ and provided that a stallion, 
mare or gelding over 14.2 hands be 
shown in harness, with style, action, 
speed and conformation to count. 

St. Mesrob, going in his best style, 
easily outclassed his field. Driven by 
Ralph Park, he turned the arena to 
the constant cheers.of the spectators 
The faultless form that won him four 
other ribbons in th: present show won 
him the premier honor over Jane Bas- 
set, the bay mare of the Minton Hick- 
ory Mountain Stables. St. Mesrob is 
@ son of Peter the Great and was sold 
in the Old Glory sale for. only $500. 
His owner said last night that he was 
not for sale but that £15,000 had been 


declined for him. 
Peak also said that St. Mesrob has 


‘won 122 blue ribbons and champion- 


ship rosettes in horse shows in the past 
five years. One of the points of com- 
parison diawn by observers last night 
was that two of the ribbons won by 
the stallion in the.present show were 
won jointly with Lillian Syldes, a bay 
mare of Ralph Peak’s, and that Lil- 
lian could only get fourth award in 
the Roadster Stake when judged alone.

The plan had 
been long in incubation, like the older 
plan for the clearing of checks. It #as 
not until twenty-two years after Albert 
Gallatin in 1831 suggested a central 
meeting place ‘for the exchange of 
notes ahd checks” that the New York 
Clearing House, the first in the United 


this institution proved highly. advan- 
tageous to all members from the time 
of its founding in 1853, our financial 


| leaders allowed twenty-four years to 


elapse before adépting the plan for the 
collection of: coupons by a- similar. 
method. 

Leopold Frederick, then a clerk in 
the Foreign Department of the Na- 
tional City Bank of New York, pro- 
posed in 1902. a plan for centralizing 


House .Committee. considered. the pro- 
posal and shelved it for future consid- 
eration. “Mr. Frederick became well 


viser for the American Smelting and 
Refining Company and other large cor- 
porations, made proposals whose adop- 
tion had an important effect on the 
world’s financial operations and re- 
tired to enjoy life at a more leisurely 
pace, but his coupon clearing idea was 
allowed to slumber on until last Sep- 
tember,. when Charles E. Mitchell, 
President of the National City Bank 
and Chairman of the Clearing House 
Committee, brought about the adop- 
tion of ‘the plan. 

The ,general public’s interest in 
coupons has been greatly increased 
through the sale of Liberty bonds, so 


with the little dated and numbered 
tickets that are attached to* bonds 


|} when purchased by the investor. In 


order to collect his interest the inves- 
tor. merely cuts off these tickets as 
they become due and either cashes 
them at the teller’s window or deposits 


as. he would a check. In the case of 
checks; "when a man who has a check- 
ing account in, say, the National City 
Bank receives in his morning mail a 
check drawn on the Guaranty Trust 
Company, another on the Bank of 
America and a third on the Bowery 
and East River National Bank, he 
simply deposits these checks with 
the National City Bank and that in- 
stitution undertakes to collect the 
money called for by the checks. But 
it does not send a messenger around 
to the three banks to cash the checks, 
as was the case prior to 1853. It merely 
gives the three checks, along with 
thousands of other checks, to its set- 
tling clerk, who takes them to the 
Clearing House, where he meets. the 
-settling clerks from all the other mem- 


made. The whole. transaction takes 
only a few minutes and is purely a 
bookkeeping proposition, though it in- 
volves .the transference of hundreds 
of. millions of dollars.

Under the new central clearing sys- 
tem the member banks follow almost 
precisely the course pursued in the 
clearing of checks. Each bank fur- 
nishes the Clearing House manager 
with a list of coupons which as 
agent it has agreed to pay, and the 
dates of the maturity of such coupons. 
The Ciearing House manager dis- 
this information among the 
other members, so that: each is kept 
aecurately informed as to the paying 
banks and the dates on which such 
coupons fall due. 

Bank No. 1 (in the Cltaring House 
all banks are known by numbers in- 
stead of names) having received, say, 
50,000 coupons for collection from its 
customers, finds on consulting the 
list supplied by the Clearing House 
manager that perhaps 5,000 of these 
are payable by * — No. 2; some 10,- 
000 by Bank: No. 4; 8,000 by Bank .No. 
6, and so on. It thereupon simply 
places the number of coupons to be 
collected from, each bank in separate 
packages and rharks on each package 
the total amount of the coupons and 
the bank Which is to pay them. These 
packages are then handed to. the 
settling clerk, who takes them to the 
Clearing House, ‘where a general ex- 
change of coupon packages is made 
wit the settling clerks of other
